| ſons refuſing be forthwith certified ro the ſultices of the 
Peace; and be ſccured as Enemicrs to the Peace of the Kings 
dorm, And this t6 bedone withall ſpeed, and acconntgiyen 
before the twentieth of February. 
2 Thathis Highneſſc be moved, That there be two Com: 
milhoners of each County to take the Muſters of the Army, 
) - and tharthe Treaſurer give an account monethly to the Com- 
mittces of cach County, of his disburſmenrs. 
3 Thar there be ſtri& conrinuall ſcarch for all Souldiers, 
' that haveart any time becnin Pay {incetheſe Wars, in every 
Pariſh; andthatthey be forthwith ſent to recruit the Army : 
| and ſuch as ſhall rctuſe, that they be ſent ro the Provoſt- 
Marſhall-Genera!l. And that no Sovldier depart from his 
Colours without licence, according to His Majeſtics Procla- 
mation and Articles; and Offendcrs to, be proceeded with 
according to their merits; and that as many more be raiſcd 
in cach County, as may recruit the Companies z and that 
every Foot Company conſiſt of one Hundred 3 and every 
Troop of Horſe and Dragooners, of threcſcore. Andif any 
Foot Company have leffe then fifty, and of Horſe and Dra- 
gooncrs Ile then thirty, then if ſuch Company be not re- 
cruited to thele laſt numbers, or moreFithia a moneth after 
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the Muſter,the Officers pay to be detained : and after that,the 
Company. paid and reduced and the ſame rule to be held 
for P1oncrs, as for Foot Companies. And herein his H/gh- 
we/ſe dirc&ions are to be deſired, and that the Committees 
may. be informed. of thepreſent number of the Army , and 
what the preſcnt weekly Charge of it cometh to. 

4 Tharthere be account taken of the Captains and other 
Officcrs, that have had any charge of Arms, how the fame 
have bcen diſpoſcd ; and 6 by warrant from the Commitſ- 
fioners, there be a generall ſcarch for Arms through bath 
Countics. And that the Conſtables of cach Pariſh repair ro * 
every houſe within the ſame, and take view of them ; and 
give in their account to the high-Conſtables : who are to 
bring it tothe Commiſſoners, That the weekly payments 
in both Countics, be raiſcd with all diligence, and Arrcars 
colle&cd and accounted for, untill P /ymouth be reduced. And 
that Committees be appointcd in cach County reſpcAively, 
to take the accounts of all Receivers of the weekly payments : 
whichare to bethe ſamerhat rake the Treaſurers accounts. 

5 That the Commifhoners of Devon, as hath been done in 
Corxzwall , proceed againſt ſuch as have failed to attend the 
Sheriffe upon warrant for the Poſſe Comi atus : and that the 
Fines may be imployed for the preſcnt ſupply of His Maje- 
ſtics Army, with Arms, and Ammunition for a preſent Ma- 
gazine of Arms, Ammunirion, and Tooles, in cach County : 
whetcin His Majcſties Pleaſurc is to be delircd, 

6 That there be an humble Remonſtrance of the cſtate of 
both Counties to His Majeſty : and of the neeclity, that all 
Moneys coming of Dclinquents Eſtates, Fincs, and Compoli- 
tions, may be imploycd tothe uſe of the Army and Garri- 
{ons, and payment of the Debts contratcd for His Majcſties 
Service, and by His former Proclamations to be ſecurcd : 
and that His Mazzſties Commiſſions may authorize that diſ- 
policion, and that the Dclinquencs Eſtates in both Counties, 
bz {cized and diſpoſed of, by che Commiſſioners of cach 
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County, to the fame purpoſe reſpeRively ; and no Comman + 
ders of the Army intermeddle with ir, without their Autho- 
rity. 
” That no Sequeſtration be made after Compoſition 
made and paid, but by Order at the Generall Seſhonsof the 
Peace, or other generall mcering of the Commifhoners by 
common Conſent there : unlefle for new offences. 

$ That the Army be governed according to His Maj-llics 
Articles, and thatall Perſons of what condition ſocver, be 
held infamous and Encmies to the publique Peace, thar ſhall 
raiſe, or cauſe any Mutinics, or diſobedience thercunto: and 
ſuffer all —_— according to His Majeſtics Articles. 

9 That all ſuch Perſons as have been or ſhall be ſlain in 
the preſent War, or die in the ſervice, by whoſclife any other 
Pcrſon held any Lands or Re<nts, the party to whom the 
Right to grant ſuch Land or Rent belongeth unto, ſhall 
be bound to grant an Eſtate for a life, inſtead of the Perſon ſo 
killed or dying, under the Rents and Covenants as was for- 
merly held, unto ſuch Perſon and Perſons, as was intitled 
to hold rhe ſame, and at his nomination. And the refuſcrs ro 
loſe the double value of the Eſtate ; one halfe to His Mijeſty, 
the other to the Party : and to be impriſoned till payment. 

10 Thatifcither or both Counties of Somerſet and Dorſet, 
will cnterinto this Union and Aſſociation, they ſhall be re- 
ccived with all cheerfulnefſe. 

11 Thatifany Miniſter ſhall refuſe, or wilfully ncgleR the 
folemn Celebration of the Faſt appointcd by His Majeſty on 
the ſecond Friday of the Moneth, or ſhall not read the Ser- 
wice and Prayers appointed for that Faſt, and being called be- 
fore a Juſtice of Peace, ſhall not promiſe and proteſt his fu- 
ture conformity, he be forthwith ſecurcd, and his Eſtate ſc- 
queſtred, And thelike courſe tobe raken with ſuch Miniſtcrs, _ 
as abſent themſelves that day : unleſſc upon fickneſſe or other 
cauſe, allowed by two Commiſhoners, or Juſtices of Peace. 
And the like order to be taken with ſuch as ſhall not read Tuch 
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Books as ſhall be appointed to be read by His Majcſty, And 
the Conſtables and Church-wardcns, arc to certific their dea 
faulrs ro the next Juſtices. | | 

12 That His Majeſty be moved for a Confirmation of the 
preſent Union and Articles, 

13 Thatthcre' be provided a Thouſand Barrells of Pow- 
der, and ten Thouſand Firc-Arms at the charge of both 
Countics, whereof Cornwallto be a Fourth, and Deven three 
parts, according to the proportion of the grand Sublidie, 

14 Thatthe Army {hall be recruited, and encreaſcd tothe 
number of Eighteen Thouſand Horſe and Foot : tobe raiſcd 
proportionably in both Counties. 

I15' That His Highneſſe be entreated that a Commiſhon be 
granted to authorize an impreſle of Souldiers, for the preſent 
Service, . 

16 That on the firſt Wedneſday of the next Moncth, and 
every Moncth following, the Committce now appointed for 
' Cornwall, which are Sir Samuel! Coſewarth, Richard Prideaux, 
Walter ' Langdon, Newvill Bligh, and Renatrs Bellat, Eſquires ; 
and of Devon, CArthur Baſſet Eſquire, william Tothill, Joh 
Mere, Gilbert Pard, and Thomas Meaiford, Eſquires, do mect 
firſt at Exeter, and continually aftcrwards where the Corn;ſþ 
Commirtce appoint to take the monethly Accomprs of the 
Receivers of the Weckly Rates, and Treaſurer of the Army, 
and whatelſc concerns theſe Articles, And in caſe of impe- 
diment, the Commiſhoners of Ozer and Terminer in (ach 
County reſpeRively, name other Committees, or ſupply the 
placeof any one himſclf. 

17 That there be Copies of this Protcſiation dclivered 
out by the Shcriffe, at the Seſhons of each County, to the 
Conſtables of each Hundred rc{peRively, and that the ſaid 
Huncred Conſtables, do immeeiatly dcliver out ſeverall 
Copies t all the Pctty- Conſtables, which are by the Mi. 
niſter of every Pariſh.Ctaurch,and Chappcll, to be publiſhed 
the next Sunday following after the receipt: and then every 
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' man preſent to take the ſame, and ſubſcribe his name thereunto, 
before the ſaid Miniſter, Conſtable, or Church-wardens, or tws 
of them : and ſuch of his Pariſh as ſhall not be preſent at the 
time , do take the ſame within ten daies following, And the 
Miniſters and Conſtables are to givein the Liſt or Certificate of 
their names that take it, and ofthem thar are abſent or refuſe, to 
the Conſtables of the Hundred : who are to deliver the ſamc to 
the Commiſſioners, ar their next. generall mecting after the 
Twenticth of Februrrynext.

others, by Hoſtile aſſaults : brought a;generall devaſtation upon * 


the whole Kingdom, taking away all liberty from the Members 
of both Houſes; by awing, terrifying, and aſſaulting them with 
Tumulets and Armies ; uſurping the Royall power, Counterfcir-
